~ BOGUS: VOTES. 


THEY WERE RECEIVED AND COUNTED IN 
THE FIRST WARD. 


B. Morrissey in the United States Court 
To-Day—A Brother Judge Produces His 
Private Count of Votes at the Seventh 


Precinct—Bogus Registratiens Voted on 
at That Poll—The Evidence To-Day. 


This morning the trial of Peter R. Morrissey 
was resumed in the United States Circuit 
Court. Already a convicting case has been 
made out. Inthe first trial evidence was in- 
troduced showing the extent of the frauds per- 
petrated in one ward as well as Egan’s com- 
plicity. This was a wise move on the part of 
the prosecution, which can now confine its 
work to the particular proof in each case 
called for trial. This has been done in the 
Morrissey case 30 far expediting the proceed- 
ings which threatened to occupy several days. 

In the opening statement made yesterday 
afternoon the prosecution in the Morrissey 
case informed the jury that the evidence 
would be directed to prove that the defendant 
had falsely registered the names of Andrew 
Bury, Mike Doherty and George M. and R. H. 
Hoxley in the First Ward, and that on election 
day Morrissey, acting as judge of election, re- 
ceived votes on these fictitious registrations. 
At the time Morrissey was not the regularly 
appointed deputy recorder. Richard Powers 
was recorder for the ward, but Morrissey, 
it is charged, obtained the books and made 
the faise registrations, Mr. Dye? states that 
the Government would be unable to produce 
Messrs. Bury and Doherty, as they were not 
residents of this city. 

Ohiet-Deputy Bull of tue Recorder's office 
was the first witness called to the stand by the 
Government. He identified the books in 
which the false registrations appeared as the 
books of the deputy recorder of the First 
Ward. Mr. Napton objected to the testimony 
unless the witness could identify the entries, 
etc., but the Court overruled the objection, 
and the witness swore that to his best knowl- 
edge and belief they were the books of the 
First Ward. 

Robert H. Hoxley was then placed on the 
stand and swore that he was a resident of the 
Third Ward where he was registered. He tes- 
tified that the entry in the First Ward book 
was not his writing, and that he had never 
applied to Deputy Recorder Richard Powers, 
the custodian of the books for registration. 
Objection: was made by the defense that the 


books might have been tampered with since 
passing out of Powers’ hands. The objection 
was overruled, and the witness confirmed his 
testimony by repetition. 

George M. 
was then called, and testified that last Sep- 
tember he did not live at No. 627 South 
Broadway, from which number his name was 
registered. He had not registered in that 
ward. The fictitious registrations were then 
submitted to the jury for examination. 

James O. Broadwell, ex-Clerk of the House 
of Delegates, was placed on the witness-stand, 
and shown the four entries and the judge’ 8 
returnin the 8 Precinct, where Mor- 
rissey acted as judge. He examined the 
writing and test fied that, in his opinion, 
Morrisgey made the entries. He was familiar 
with Morrissey’s handwriting, and through a 
long cross-examination adhered to the opinion 
that the false eutries had been made by the 
defendant. Atthe conclusion of the exami- 
nation of the witness court adjourned until 
this morning. 5 

TO-DAY’S SESSION. 

The opening of the Morrissey trial was de- 
layed this morning for nearly half an hour, at 
the request of the Government, owi g to the 
unavoidable absence of some of the witnesses. 
Witnesses in all other cases were then dis- 
charged 2 99 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

Mr. E. r teller of the Boat 
men's 3 ank, was the first witness 
called. He testified that for twenty-three 
years while in banking institutions and the 
United States Treasury, he had made hand- 
writing a study. He was then handed the 

oll-beok of Precinct No. 7, First Ward, where 

orrissey acted aa judge of election at the No- 
vember election, 1886. 

Mr. Napton objected to the introduction of 
expert testimony to identify Morrissey’s writ- 
ing. Mr. Broadhead, for the Government, 
argued the admissibility of expert testimony 
in the trial of a criminal case. The court was 
not prepared to decide the question on the 
spur of the momentand the witness was ac- 
cordingly withdrawn temporarily. 

J. L. Kessenick, the next witness, was then 
called. He stated that he lived at No. 636 
South Broadway. He knew Morrissey who 
was a neighbor. Mr. Kessenick said he 
was a judge of election’ at Precinct 
No. 7, November 2, 1886, and saw Morrissey 
there acting as judge also. He’ was then shown 
the’ poll-book of Precinct No. 7, and said he 
thought that was the book used at the poll. 
He had not written opposite the 

He had placed the ballots in 

box. That was the part of 

the work assigned to him. Another judge 

marked the book and Morrissey sat at the 
window taking the ballots.

inthe box. Hedid not know what persons 
had voted under these registrations, but knew 
that they had been voted from his 
rivate memorandum. On these slips 

0 entered the registration num- 
ber of eve voter who appeared 
as wellas the number of the vote received 
since morning. On the registration book be- 
ginning at the first name and 8 each 
registration was numbered from 1 to 203, the 
number ot voters registered in the seventh 
precinct ef the First ward. 

On the receipt of each ballot it was num- 
bered, and the poll-book number was also 
transferred to the ticket. An effort was made 
by the defense to break down the wit- 
ness, but without any success.

Next Sunday, 
however, the majors and colonels who have 
been in the habit of eating a sandwhich 
or two, per diem, to keep body 
and soul together, and then picking 


their teeth in front of the first-class hotels will 
have to buy their sandwiches the night before.

EMIGRATION FROM EUROPE. 


The Atlantic Lines Crowded—Agents Noti- 
fied to Stop Booking. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, April 6.—The revival of trade in 
the United States and Canada has led to a sub- 
stantial increase in the proportions of the em- 
igration from Europe. So pronounced is it 
that nearly all the Atlantic lines have issued 
notices to their agents to stop booking for the 
present. The special feature of this position 
is that numbers of. mechanics are going out, 
especially bricklayers, plasterers and masons 
from Scotland and Wales, in response 
to advices from the other side that 
good openings are now presenting themselves 
to craftsmen ofthat kind. The general pros- 
pect of emigration trade is equally as brisk. 
The German lines are understood to be fully 
booked, anda considerable accession to the 


is expected. Swédes, also, and Norwegians 
are fully tothefore. Altogether the emigra- 
tion trade ot thecurrent season is more brisk 
than at any time during the past seven years, 
but the prospects point to along period of 
activity.

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YESTERDAY’S LESSONS. 


The New York Tribune Confident of Re- 
publican Success—The Socialists. 


New YorK, April 6.—The morning papers 
comment at great length on the result of the 
Western elections. The Tribune says: The 
Western elections tell the story. The only 
genuine labor party, the party which has pro- 
tected for twenty-five years all American 
labor, organized or unorganized, white or 
black, in shops or on.farms, achieves in West- 


ern cities the victory which it would 
have gained in New York had Re- 
publican voters adhered manfully to 


their convictions. In Philadelphia they re- 
fused to regard a Trades Union party as a bet- 
ter labor party than the party of protection, 
and a victory by a phenomenal majority was 
the result. In Cincinnati the candidates of 
the trades union party were worthy, but the 
heavy vote polled for them buried the Demo- 
cratic party, while leaving the Republicans 
about their usual majority on all candidates 
except Mayor. In Chicago the Democratic 
party is broken all to pieces by the 
attempt of a Democratic leader to 
transfer its votes to the candidate of the 
trades unionists and the anarchists, and an 
overwhelming Republican victory results. It 
is not the success of a few candidates for 
local offices that gives these elections most of 
their importance, though the control of city 
| government will help to prevent frauds in 
coming Presidential and Congressional 
elections. The Republican Mayor is elected in 
Ciacinnati by a slender plurality, but all the 
other candidates on the ticket succeeded by 
about the usual majority, while a dispatch to 
a Democratic journal lugubriously reports: 
»The Democrats have not elected a man in the 


city anywhere. 
That is the keynote of this chorus, In the 
great cities. where Democratic majorities 


have so often been manufactured to order by 
fraud or by artful appeals to prejudice, the 
Democratic party is well nigh wiped out of 
existence by the trade union organization.

Then its leaders 
will transfer its votes to the trades union or- 
ganization, as they triedto doin Cincinnati 


and Chicago, the trades unionists 
calculate. So far they are not much 
mistaken, but when they go into the

PROF. BOWMAN RESIGNS. 


The Musical Director of the Second Baptist 
to Go to Newark. 


The Second Baptist Church, which will be 
called upon the last Sunday of this month to 
part with its pastor, Rev. Dr. Boyd, is des- 
tined to suffer another loss. The announce- 
ment that the resignation of Prof. E. M. 
Bowman is in the hands of the music 
committee will fill with regret the many 
who have enjoyed for years the delightful 
musical programmes he has prepared for the 
various services of the church. Prof. Bow- 
man’s resignation is to take effect. September 
1, but it has not been accepted by the com- 
mittee, which in ame prevall upon him 
toremain. Hehas been in correspondence 
with the First. Baptist Church at 
Newark, N. J., to which Dr. Boyd is going as 
pastor, and the result of the negotiations is 
that he has accepted their offer of $2,000 a 
year to conduct their music on the same plan 
that he has pursued inthiscity. It is under- 


stood that of, Bowman was in- 
finenced to resign by the feeling that 
he could carry out his ideas 


better at the Newark Church, where he would 
have the active co-operation and assistance 
of Dr. Boyd, with whom he has so success- 
fully developed his system at the Second 
Church. Besides, the little difference at the 
annual meeting a few months ago, when some 
members did not express sympathy with his 
labors, is also thought to have shaped his de- 
termination. 

Prof. Bowman took charge of the music at 
the Second Baptist Church seven years ago, 
and in that time has made the musical portion 
of the service avery important feature. The 
underlying ideain his management has been 
that the way to secure good congregational 
singing is to begin with the children 
and carry their musical instruction 
right up through the Sunday-school, and the 
prayer meeting to the church service. In re- 
gard to the service itself. his belief is that the 
musical programme should be made from the 
first note tothe last to enforce the meaning 


of the pastor’s theme. In developing 
these ideas he and Dr. Boyd ave 
worked together so harmoniously that 


he did not feel pleased with the thought of 
probably losing his pastor’s encouragement 
and so decided to go with Dr. Boyd. Prof. 
Bowman stands high among the organists of 
the United States, and at their National Con- 
vention in Boston last year, Dudley Buck, the 
composer, selected Prof. Bowman to inter- 
2 his latest composition. This was a 

igh tributé to the ability of the 
St. Louls representative. The musical com- 
mittee, which has the resignation in hand, is 
composed of John T. Davis, Chairman; O. 
W. Barstow and E. G. Scudder. 

Prof. Bowman’s salary here has been about 
the same as he will get at Newark.

For this reason 
the Western roads, which have been shut 
out by the Pennsylvania have decided not to 
retaliate against the Pennsylvania, but con- 
tinde to sell tickets over that road the same as 
over other Eastern lines. But they propose to 
bring the matter immediately to the attention 
of the Interstate Commission, and ask that the 
Pennsylvania or other Eastern lines, whith 
may follow its Ee Be be regulated for tl 
willful violation of the following pro- 
vison of the law: ‘Every common carrier 
subject to the provisions of this act shall, ac- 
cording to their respective powers, afford all 
reasonable, proper and equal facilities for the 
interchange of traffic between their respective 
lines and for the receiving, forwarding and 
delivering of passengers and property to and 
from their several lines and those connecting 
therewith, and shall not discriminate in their 
—.— and charges between such connecting 
nes. 


The Boycott Explained. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 6.—In explanation of 
the so-called boycott of the various railroad 
lines that refuse to accept the rule adopted 
by the trunk lines and Central Traffic 


Association in regard tothe payment of com- 
missions to agents, an official of the passenger 
department of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany, who was present at trunk line meeting 
yesterday,said to-day: ‘‘The trunk lines under 
their interpretation of the interstate com- 
merce law,are required to maintain strictly all 
rates published by them and such rates cannot 
be maintained if other roads over which they 
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issue tickets are permitted to pay commissions 
to their agents. For this reason the trunk 
lines, and the Central Traffic Association sent 
acircular to all of their connections, aski 
them to discontinue the payment of suc 
commissions. One or two of the Western 
roads have taken an arbitrary stand in the 
matter, and have said that they will act inde- 
pendently. In consequence of this stand 
taken by the roads in question certain of 
their competitors have considered that they 
are obliged, reluctantly, to take the same po- 
sition and to concur in the action of the 
lines that originally dissented. This will 
make about thirty lines out of several hundred 
that will continue to pay commissions to 
agents, and the trunk lines and Central Traf- 
fic Association have given them notice that 
until they do agree to adopt the practice of 
the Associations, the trunk lines and Central 
Traffic Association will discontinue to ex- 
change business with them. This action must 
not be confused with any local passenger 
business.’’ 

The fifty coupon book tickets which, it was 
said, would be withdrawn on the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad, will be continued and no 
changes in passenger fares or regulations are 
contemplated by the company.

It sets forth that the 
company is a member of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, and it 
asks relief for the reasons presented in the 
argument of Vice-President Smith of Louis- 
ville & Nashville Company. 
TAE GEORGIA PACIFICO. 

A petition having a like purpose, has been 
received from I. X. Sage, General Manager of 
the Georgia Pacific Railroad Company. In 
addition to the fact of the environment 
and intersection of its territory by water 


lines, it sets forth that its line for one 
hundred miles is confined within the 
boundaries of the Coosa, Cahawba and 


Black Warrior coal flelds, a section devoid of 
agricultural resources, and necessarily de- 
pendent upon the petitioner for the distribu- 
tion of its mineral and coal products. This 
section sparsely settled. and local consump- 
tion is limited. It is important, therefore, that 
an output sufficient to justify large 
operations must find its market at more 
distant points and that facilities be given for 
placing the products of the mines at such mar- 
kets as Memphis, New Orleans, Mobile, Galves- 
ton, Brunswick, Savannah, Charleston, Augusta 
Macon, Montgomery, etc. To many ot these 
points coal is transported in the cheapest pos- 
sible manner from mines located in Ohio 

Pennsylvania and Maryland, where loca 

consumption is very great. Authority is 
therefore asked to give rates on the product 
of these mines which will enable them to com- 
pete with more distant mines. In general, 
they ask to be relieved from the operation of 
the long-and-short-haul section. 

The commisioners were in conference two 
hours or more this forenoon over the petitions 
for the suspension of the long-and-short-haul 
section, but took a recess without having 
reached a conclusion. They will reassemble 
at 8 o’clock and continue the consideration of 
the subject.

was noticeable at every voting place 
in the city yesterday. There was perfect 
order and good behavior everywhere, a 
total absence of bulldozing and of all the 
offensive symptoms of election manipula- 
tion. If the typical election bummer ap- 
peared at all, it was with the subdued 
air of a man conscious that all 
but the tamest part of his occu- 
pation was. gone, and conscious that 
he was under surveillance. Imperfectand 
incomplete as the correction of the regis- 
tration had been, people felt that the 
purgation had been in the interest of a 
fairer election, and that the election 
officers would be more than ever on their 
guard against ballot-box stuffing, illegal 
voting or irregularities of any kind. It 
was in the air that some former manipu- 
lators of election papers are now on their 
way to the penitentiary, and that the time 
when election frauds could: be committed 
with safety and effect has gone by. 

A consequence of this state of things 
was the manifestation of an unusual 
amount of calm, careful and wholesome 
discretion in scratching, whereby a good 
deal of the bad work done by the bosses 
in primaries and conventions was undone 
by the people at the polls. At no previons 
election has the result seemed to be more 
due to the spontaneous impulse of the 
people and less to the dictation of the 
bosses and schemers. If present appear- 
ances be not deceptive, only a few more 
such elections will be needed to cure the 
disgust of many thousands of self-disfran- 
chised voters and make our primaries and 
elections what they ought to be always, a 
free, fair and commanding expression of 
the will of the whole people. 

Ithas been shown that even when so 
many voters are apathetic and inert, the 
rest can be aroused to vigorous action, 
putting new life into the law and making 
public sentiment triumph at the polls over 
all the known machinations of the bood- 
lers. Why should not the ascendency of 
public opinion be as manifest in controll- 
ing action at the City Hall as in the result 
of the election? It has been noto- 
riously outraged and defied for months 
past by the Municipal Assembly, 
but manifestly it need not be so again, if 
the same influences are exerted upon the 
voting there that have triumphed at the 
polls. Itdoes no good for publio opinion 
to control an election, if it then ceases to 
control the men elected, and now that we 
have a new Assembly let the people take 
care that vigorous agitation shall make 
the public voice as potential there as at 
the polls. 


By brazenly open frauds at the Demo- 
cratic primaries last fall, the Butler-Lan- 
Caster gang managed to down JOHN 
CLaRK and cheat the Democrats of 
the Nineteenth Ward out of their choice 
of a representative in the Democratio City 
Committee. At the spring primary, to 
prevent JOHN CLARK from receiving an 
almost unanimous nomination for the 
House of Delegates, the same gang took 
violent possession of a precinct, and re- 
turned enough alleged votes for HGan to 
nominate him over CLARK.

Most 
of those which had been presented had been 
signed by the captain, but the vilis of lading 
from Smith & Kissane. When their bills of 
lading were sent for, what purported to be 
copies were sént in, but upon repeating the 
demand for the originals bills of lading were 
sent in which were signed by Nicholson.

KICKED AGAINST MORE WORK. 


A Short-Lived Revolt Among the Prison- 
ers of the Bridewell in Chicago. 


, Cuicaco, Hl., April 0.—Forty prisoners at 
the Bridewell rebelled Monday morning and 
refused to undertake the tasks assigned to 
them. All the men in the insurrection were 
in the cane-weaving department. The cause 
of the outbreak was the fact that the daily 
task of each man had been increased from 
the usual winter estimate of a day’s work. 
Three men, ring-leaders,, announced 


they would not attempt the 
They were promptly marched off 
to their celis. There Superintendent Felton 
had a talk with them, the result of which was 
that the men went to work. Half an hour 
later they threw down their tools and refused 
to proceed. Their example was followed by 
thirty-seven other men. There was a hurry- 
ing to and fro of guards and attendants, and 
after a short parley the forty mutineers were 
-marched to their cells. Superintendent Fel- 
to be down town at the 
at once notified of the 
h the prison 
6 the men in hand  »persen- 
‘ally. The result was that about ten returned 
to work. The others remained obstinate. 
Mr. Felton then issued orders to have ali the 
men in revolt handcuffed to their door. That 
was done Monday evening. When thus hand- 
cuffed the prisoners were compelled to stand 
erect, with their hands out of their cell-doors. 
Many of the men yelled and sung songs in the 
early part of the evening, but by midnight all 
‘were so exhausted that no sound was heard. 
— mutineers were also placed on half ra- 
ons. 
All night long they remained standing with 
their hands hanging out of their cell doors. 
When Superintendent Felton appeared at 7 
o’clock yesterday morning the men were giad 
to see him. They promised that if he would 
unshackle them they would at once do the 
‘work assigned to them. He talked with each 
‘man, and one by one they were released and 
‘gent to the workshop.

At an early hour this morning fifteen large, 
muscular, brawny and sunburnt men strode 
into the Lindell Hotel.

Their 
eyes were bright, their skin clear and smooth 
and take them all around they were as healthy 
a lot of men as anybody would want 
to meet in a day’s walk. After 
inscribing their names on the hotel record, 
they walked up-stairs to the dining-room, 
where they managed to put away a working- 
man’s breakfast, and then they strolled down 
again, mixed up with a number of the Indian- 
apolis team in the rotunda and exchanged 
reminiscences. 

BOUND TO WIN. 

When a reporter for the Posr- DISPATCH ap- 
proached Capt. Adrian C. Anson, the huge first 
baseman was standing near the cigar counter 
talking to Jerry Denny and a number of other 
lights of the diamond field.

He has appeared to excellent 
advantage, it is claimed, in the work which he 
has done in the spring practice games and 
Anson is particularly fondof him. Daly was 
one of the catchers of the famous Newark 
Club. Heisaboutthe same age us Baldwin 
and weighs 160 pounds. In Williamson’s 
opinion he will make a eat catcher 
and has given good satisfaction thus 
far. Pyie, a pitcher recruited from the same 
ranke as Daly, has become famous since his 
advent with the Chicagos. He is 24 years of 
age, weighs 146 pounds and is 5 feet 10 
inches high.

HOW HANLAN TRAINS. 


The Ex-Champion Preparing for His Great 
Race With Gaudaur. 


Hanlan and O'Connor are taking daily 
practice on the Charles River and gradually 
getting down in good condition. Their scull- 
ing is greatly admired by the Boston Globe, 
and there are none that take more interest 
than the Harvard oarsmen, who do their ut- 
most to copy after his style of rowing. That 
beautiful curve which Ned gets in his back 


seems to be a mystery to some of the boys, who 
still cling to the stiff-back principle, but 
from remarks that have been heard they 
would easily become converts to the profes- 
sional style of rowing. The manner in which 
Hanian drives the boat through the water is 
simpty wonderful. When he catches the 
water with bis sculls there seems to. be no 
perceptible jerk or gnap to the movement. He 
gathers himself as if for a final effort, and the 
stroke is Pp through with a 
powerful finish which sends the boat flying 
through the water. Then the recov- 
ery is equally wondeérful, for the easy manner 
in which he keeps the Meaney roller moving 
has no imitators. He rows over from twelve 
to fifteen miles every day, and in addition to 
this does considerable watking. 

He gets up at7 o’clock in the morning, has a 
short walk and returns to breakfast, which 
consists of oatmeal and sirloin steak rare, a 
light cup of tea and a | toast. After this he 
walks out to John Bilaikie’s boat-house, 
where he makes his start. He takes 
from five to seven miles practice, and rows the 
Jast three quite hard. On his return to the 
boat-house O’Connor gives him a good rub 
down, after which he walks back to Perkins’ 
road house, where he is living, a distance of 
about two miles. At 12:30 he dines, this meal 
consisting of sirloin beef or roast lamb, with 
vegetables. He eats no pastry. After dinner 
he walks back to the boat-house and there 
watches his boat, in which he is to row for the 
championship of America, grow under the 
skillful han of the veteran boat-builder, 
Jobn Blaikie. 

About 3:30 o’clock he takes another spin, 
in which he increases the distance and also 
the number of strokes per minute which is 
verv rapid. He wastimed recently, and was 
rowing from thirty-eight to forty strokes per 
minute when spurting, and would keep it up 
for quite a distance.

HOLY WEEK, 


Celebrations at the End of Lent—Tenebrae 
To-Night—Foot-Washing To-Morrow. 


The special services ushering in Easter and 
marking tho close of Lent will begin this 
evening in all Catholic churches with the cele- 
bration of the Tenebrae, or ‘‘dark’’ service, 
a reminder of the pall that fell upon the 
world at the time of the crucifixion. The 
physical phenomena of that momentous 
event of over eighteen hundred years 
ago are imitated in ways that make 


the service strikingly solemn and im- 
pressive. he loom tbat shrouded 
the earth is indicated by the gradual extinc- 
tion of the candles during the singing ot the 
benedictus. ‘Then in the resulting darkness 
the worshipers beat the desKs or books with 
hands or feet, to imitate the convulsive groans 
which the ound gave at the moment of 
Christ’s death as it even inanimate nature was 
in sympathy with the suffering Lord. To- 
day’s services commemorate the commence- 
ment of the Savior’s passion,which is 
supposed to have begun with the 
8 on Wednesday ot Judas 
Iscariot, but the Holy Week solemnities are 
deeply entered into to-morrow, 
MAUNDY THURSDAY, 

when the last supper is the theme of the faith- 
ful. The mass on that day is said in white, 
typifying thanksgiving forthe gift of divine 
love and in the high mass the ‘‘peace’’ is not 
given which is a mark of detestation of the 
treachery of Judas. 

But no ceremony ofthe week has more of 
interest locally than the consecration of the 
holy olls, as the venerable Archbishop Ken- 
rick foregoes his retiremens on that day to 
perform the ceremony. The oils are 
those to be used by the 0»priests 
the succeeding ear and are of 
three kinds: The oll of the sick, used to 
anoint those in danger of death; the ‘‘oil of 
catechumens,’’ for anointing the breast and 
shoulders in baptism, and the ‘‘chrism,’’ 
which is the oil of olives mixed with natural 
balsam employed in baptism to anoint the 
head immediately after the sacrament by ab- 
lution. The oils are blessed by prayers, signs 
of the cross and breathing upon them. hen 
consecrated they are dispatvhed at once to each 
parish for use on Holy Saturday, and the 
canons rigidly prohibit the use of the old olls 
if the new are attainable. It is ordered that 
the consecration shall be performed by the 
bishop, assisted by twelve priests, seven 
deacons, seven sub-deacons and many other 
inferior ministers. These regulations will be 
observed to-morrow morning, when at an 
early hour, before sunrise, Archbishop Ken- 
rick, assisted by the 2 will perform the
